Dear Deputy McDaniel: 


On January 6, 1994, you were served with a Letter of Intention, indicating your right to respond to 
the Sheriff’s Department’s pending disciplinary action against you, as reported under File 
Number IAB 005017. You were also advised of your right to review the material on which the 
discipline was based. 


You did exercise your right to respond. After reviewing the response submitted to support your 
position, the Department executives have amended the recommended discipline. 


You are hereby notified that your Unit Commander has suspended you without pay from your 
position of Deputy Sheriff, Item No. 2708A, with this Department, for a period of five (5) days. 
However, pursuant to a settlement agreement between you and this Department, three (3) days 
will be held in abeyance for a period of one year commencing on February 11, 1994. Should you 
become the subject of a founded administrative investigation, with similar violations, within the 
prescribed time period, the three (3) days will be imposed. It should be noted, however, that all 
Departmental records will reflect that you received a five (5) day suspension. 


The actual effective dates of the two (2) day suspension are from April 25, 1994, through April 
26, 1994. 


This action is based on the fact that you have violated the following sections of this Department’s 
Manual of Policy and Procedures: 3-01/030.10(e), Obedience to Laws, Regulations, and Orders; 
3-01/040.65, Tampering with Evidence; and 3-01/050.15, Duties of Deputy Personnel. 


An investigation under File Number IAB 005017, conducted by Internal Affairs Bureau, coupled 
with your own statements, has established that on October 29, 1992, at approximately 2300 hours, 
you assisted Deputy David Parker in handling a hit-and-run collision that occurred in the City of 
Lakewood. The incident began when I while driving his truck, struck a parked car 
belonging to [NN and then fied the scene. Mr. {J was pursued a short distance by

Mr. I, and several other witnesses, to Del Valle Park where he was detained until deputies 


arrived. 


During the investigation of the traffic collision, you searched Mr. i: truck and found, among 
other items, a baggy of marijuana. Although witnesses’ description of the size of the baggy varies, 
you disposed of the marijuana. You told Internal Affairs Bureau investigators that you dumped a 
“pinch” of marijuana into the grass and rubbed it in with your boot just prior to leaving the scene 
to assist another unit on an emergent call. 


By your actions, you have brought discredit and embarrassment to yourself and the Department. 


Prior to recommending this disciplinary action, your Unit Commander has thoroughly reviewed 
the incident and your record with this Department. 


You will hereby take notice that any future acts of misconduct may result in more severe 
disciplinary action. 


The Sheriff's Department reserves the right to amend and/or add to this letter.
